Air Organisation 


Brighton, July 8. 


The International Civil Ayiation Organisation 
(ICAQ) has set up a new. 21-member council for 
a three-year term, it was announced today. 


The council’s clected members are: 


Australia, Bolgium, Brazil, 
Egypt, France, India, the 
lexico, the 


etherlands,, the Philippines, 


Argentina, 
Britain, Canada, Norway, 
Lebanon, Ireland, Italy, 
Portugal, 


Spain, South Africa, United States and Venczucla. 


The ‘seventh .session of the 
organisation's assembly has just 
comploted {te work which was 
ma to review organisation in 
the administrative, economic and 
technical ficlds over the past 
three yoars, —~ 

An official announcement at 
the end of the conference, which 
pegan here on June 16, sald the 
assembly also sect up these three 
elected commissions: Technical 

(chairman, Licue- 
tenant-Colonel Luis Azgarra, 
of Spain); Economie Commission 
(chairman, M.P.M.L. Lemaire of 
France); ond Administrative 
Commission (chairman, Brigadier 
C.S. Booth of Canada). 

Fifty-two con states, 
five nonrtontracting tes and 
five international organisations 
were represented .at tho as- 
sembly, This was the Jargest 
attendanco at any of the os- 
sembly’s seven sessions. 


The assembly reduced the or-, 


ganisation’s budget estimates, 
Using some of Sts cash reserves 
the organisation's 60. member 
nations will contribute towards 
the 1054 expenses, about 2,600,- 
000: Canadian dollars, Total 
budget Oguro for 1954 is 3,200,- 
000 Canaodfan dollars compared 
with 3,259,384 Canadian dollors 
in 1053, 

2 TIME NOT RIPE 

The assembly considered air 
and air navigation 
problems, the announcement 
Bald, : 

It decided that the time was 
not yet ripe for attempting 
world-wide agreement on the 
exchange of. commercial rights 
in International air services. - 

But Jt authorised the council 
to study what might be achieved 
by general agreement on partial 
solutions working towards the 
objective of multilateralism ~ in 


the exchange of commercial 
rights. , 

The announcement said that 
the possibility of some form of 
regional agreement had been 
raised by the Council of Europe, 
which wished to see the unifica- 
Uon of Europe extended to the 
air, ees 

Tho. assembly also gave 
special attention: to the needs of 
non-scheduled international air 
services, 

TOO EARLY 

"Tt was felt that {t was too 
carly to expect universal frocdom 
for this type of transport. But 
it was agreed that the ICAO 
council should explore how 
charter operations could be dis- 
tinguished from regular services 
and which (charter operations 
could be given general freedom 
of operation internatlonally with- 
out encroaching on «traffic of the 
regular services,” the announce- 
ment sald. 

The Assambly looked tito the 
@rowing cost of airports and 
radio facilities for air naviga- 
tion, The council will Issue a 
factual report on the ‘situation 
for independent examination by 
merober governments, | 

“The advent of the jet age 
has emphasised the desirability 
of some action being taken by. 
the ICAO to dovelop tinter- 
national airworthiness require- 
ments to which it would be In- 
cumbent upon all aircraft pro- 
ducing stutes to ‘conform. 

“ICAO assembly in Brighton 
was ‘of the opinion that it Js 
highly deslrabie (o arrive ata 
solution at the carlicst possible 
date.
